This must not be the 
main object of the Grange, but opposi¬ 
tion to monopolies. While the farmer is 
the life of the nation, he is lost sight of 
in the legislation for the country in the 
squabble over things of less importance. 
It is time that a change be made,and the 
Grangers, if united, will be the balance 
wheel of this gigantic machinery that is to 
work reform in the interest of the farmers. 

The addresss was warmly received and 
adopted, as expressing the sense of the 
Grange, and it was voted that it be pub¬ 
lished in the county papers. 

Resolutions were adopted : That co¬ 
operation be the stand-point of members; | 
that members be unanimous in support of 
honest rejassentation as well as honest 
taxation , that justice to all departments 
of trade be maintained; that no officer 
of any Grange shall receive unreasonable 
compensation; that undue discord among 
members is considered detrimental to the 
design of the Order; that the elevation 
of the farmer class to proper respect and 
protection requires co-operation; that 
good habits and honest intentions‘should 
bo the example of members. 

The following also were adopted : 

Whereas, it transpires that certain or¬ 
ganizations called Granges are consti¬ 
tuted in and about the county, whose ob¬ 
ject is mutual benefit and protection ; 
anil whereas, the bettor to accomplish 
this result a closer union is necessary of 
the Lodges in the county, by representa¬ 
tion in our grand body ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we define our object 
and duties as a co-operative Council; 
that we adopt the motto of the National 
Grange: “In essentials, unity; in non- 
essentials, liberty; in all things, charity;” 
that the County Council and Executive 
Committee are tho working tools of the 
Order, the connecting link between the 
sub-lodges and tho outside world, and 
through which to confer with the State 
Grange. 

The County Grange adjourned till the 
second Tuesday in January, to meet 
probably in Oswego.
